•tiled tha facta that it wu neoeanrr for 
them to know, in order to come to a sound 
and jtitt conclusion upon lha charge against 
the prisoner* at tbe bar. It it unneeca- 
au-F to go into the detail* of the proceed - 
injrt, not a recapitulation of the hmml 
charge mil be necetsary to collect the 
point* of tbit moat curiom case, and the 
following pur lion uf tha Attorney-General' t 
arUttat to tha Jury will pin our object : — 
By a law introduced aome twenty . thirty, 
or forty yeara W ft, if Block bad remained 
without inr claim on tb* part of any one,

the Commiuioner* for tbe reduction ot 
111* national debt ; and the other peraooi 
wen ahtrged aa aoceaaariea, lending their 
atitstanee in aome way to the eomniUajoo 
ot tbe crime. John Stewart, h* aaid, wai 
a Scotchmen, and a gardener in the ter- 
rier of Mr. Strode, ot Marlborough. He 
died in IS27, leaving £1500 in the Three 
pet Cant. Long Annuities, which had been 
fa 1836 paid over to tb* Commissioner*. 
In 1840, Fletcher, calling himself Robert 
Jooea, waa at that place making inquiries 
into the circumstance! and hi* lory of 
Jones, and, baling tsUbliabed a cor- 
reepoudenet, relumed. Barber, then 
calling himself Cfaarit* Pec sham, Esq., 
with hie (Barbtr'a) own addreaa, made 
aimiW inquiries. Soon after, Mrs. Rich- 
ard a, aa old infirm woman, mother of 
Mrs. Dotty, waa pissed by Berber in 
lodging* at Camntrwed, aa Miaa Stewart, 
aad there thii old lady obtained letter* 
of auniinairation aa titter of John 
Bbewtrt, of Marlborough, to the property 
in the handa of tb* Gommieaiotiert, 
alleging that ahe was io America at the 
time of bar brother* a death, and did not 
kaow of it till bet return. Bare came in 
play tb* part which Fletcher had acted 
when be asaumed tbe name of Janet, for 
a doenment waa found in the poateitKmof
